Chief Husby reported that the following 
promotions were made effective January 3, 
1971: Staff Sergeant William Cavanaugh 
to Lieutenant; Sergeant Leon Bryde to 
Staff Sergeant; Detective Lowell McKenzie 
to Sergeant; and Ptlm. Donald Dufour to 
Detective.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Investigative reports were submitted by 
Sgt. David Sinclair relative to complaints 
received by him from the Human Relations 
Director. 


The reports were received, and after con- 
siderable discussion it was agreed that 
members would meet in executive session, 
after the regular business agenda had been 
completed. 


Comm. Rollis reported that members of 
the Human Relations Committee of the 
Board had met with the Sub-Committee 
members of the Human Relations Com- 
ittee on January 14, 1971. At that time it 
was determined that one of the main causes 
for delay in investigating many complaints 
was the matter of determining what was 
an actual complaint. He stated that it 
was agreed that a portion of the investiga- 
tive procedure which is set forth in the 
January 5, 1970, Council Proceedings, 
which contains the statement “‘That in the 
future the Police Department would in- 
vestigate only those complaints sworn to by 
the effected person,” should be modified. 


Further, that those present felt that in 
certain instances, complaints could warrant 
investigation that did not emanate from an 
effected person or concerning which there 
was no identifiable effected peron or ef- 
fected person who desired to sign a com- 
plaint. 


Comm. Rollis referred to a letter re- 
ceived from the Chairman of the Lansing 
Human Relations Committee, Mr. Pat- 
rick Kelley, which contained a suggested 
modification of the current procedure for 
investigating complaints. 


The motion was made by Comm. Rollis, 
and supported by Comm. McConnell that 
the following procedure be implemented in 
conjunction with the operating rules pro- 
eedures as published in the May 5, 1969, 
and January 5, 1970, Council Proceedings 
on a temporary basis for a period of six 
months : 


“That a complaint may be reduced to writ- 
ing by the Director of the Human Relations 
Committee or his asistant and signed by 
him. It need not be signed by an effected 
peron, although in most instances it is de- 
sirable that it be read and signed by such 
person, if practicable. It shall be suf- 
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ficient if the complaint contain information 
that constitutes the substance of the matter 
in sufficient detail to enable an investiga- 
tion to proceed.” 


Carried, unanimously. 


Comm. McConnell suggested that he 
would like to have some form of com- 
munication, such as a letter from the Hu- 
man Relations Committee as to the final 
outeome of cmoplaints which were made 
to this department, investigated by us, and 
submitted to them. Considerable discussion 
followed, 


Motion by Comm, Rollis: I move that 
the Human Relations Committee of the 
Board be authorized to investigate a method 
of securing a communication from the 
Human Relations Comm. sub-committee of 
the disposition of complaints investigated 
by us and submitted to them. 


Supported by Comm. Treska. 


Carried 


On December 17, 1970, the Michigan Em- 
ployment Relations Commission conducted 
an election to determine if the clerical em- 
ployees of the Police Department wished to 
be represented by Counci] No. 55, Ameri- 
can Federation of State, County and Mu- 
nicipal Employees, AFL-CIO, The results 
of the election were 18 in favor; 14 oppos- 
ed, and 5 persons failed to vote. The move 
to affiliate was, therefore, defeated. 


Accepted and placed on file. 


Chief Husby requested the Police Board 
inform Mr. Daniel Bodwin, Personnel De- 
partment, and the members of the City 


Chief of Police X, Deputy 
Chief IXA, and Chief of Police XI with the 
request that a job study and reclassfica- 
tion be made of these four positions. 


Comm, Guyselman: I so move, that the 
Police Board request Mr. Bodwin and the 
ity Council that a job study be made for 
he purpose of reclassifleation of the four 
op command officers.

Comm. Lilly: In reviewing the salaries 
ithin the proposed budget, I feel that 
hey are totally inadequate. I would like 
o suggest that a committee be formed with- 
im our board to review this, and come up 
ith an in-depth study of what we would 
onsider adequate salaries for our staff of- 
cers, in addition to reviewing the four top 
ositions. 
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Motion by Comm. Lilly: I would move 
that the Budget Committee be instructed to 
review these four classifications, and make 
an in-depth study as to what the Police 
Board would recommend that salaries 
should be, and to report back to the Board 
at its next meeting as to their findings. 


Supported by Comm. McConnell. 


Carried, unanimously. 


Chief Husby informed members that 
the department’s application for the radio 
communication expansion program was ap- 
proved by the Michigan Commission on 
Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice on 
January 12, 1971. Provisions in the appli- 
eation provide for an expenditure of $39, 
400 in local funds, and a sum of $59,100 
of federal money. The combined total is 
$98,500. This represents our first year 
grant and it is to be expended before De- 
cemmber 31, 1971, with application for con- 
tinuance of the program for the next year 
to be made at a later date. 


Accepted and placed on file. 


The Central Advertising Company of 
Lansing has recently conducted a program 
in support of law enforcement. The date, 
they have placed throughout the city, two 
different types of billboards. One carries 
the caption of “Sound the Alarm on Bur- 
glars.’’—the second message is ‘“‘Some Call 
Him Pig.” These signs have been erected 
in 55 different locations, The companies 
contributing to the program have been 
identified by the advestising company, and 
ean of appreciation have been sent to 
them, 


Received and placed on file. 


It was necesary that a total of 37.7 hrs. 
overtime be worked for classification levels

-63. 


In addition 19.2 hours for which officers

The meeting was called to order by Chair- 
man George Denfield at 7:30 P.M.

Mr. Miles mentioned that corrugated 
plastic drainage tubing an fittings were 
available for basement footing drainage and 
this may be an improvement over the ma- 
terial that has been used. 


Motion was made by Mr. Buxton, second- 
ed by Mr. Corbit that corrugated plastic 
tubing be aproved for basement footing 
drainage on a trial bases, 


Motion carried. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Fox mentioned that the State has ap- 
proved the use of P.V.C. Plastic for stacks 
of drain, waste and vent piping without the 
use of the expansion joint, if an approved 
flashing was used which would allow the 
pipe to move when expansion occured, and 
asked whether the City Plumbing board 
wished to allow the same thing in the City. 


Motion was made by Mr. Buxton, second- 
ed by Mr. Corbit that this be used, as stated, 
in the Michigan Plumbing Code, that: 
“All stacks of drain, waste and vent piping, 
D.W.V. plastic shall penetrate the roof 
through an acceptable flashing which would 
provide for expansion or be provided with 
an expansion joint within six feet (6’) of 
the roof, 


Epansion joints shall be provided for 
each thrity-five feet (35 ft.) of straight hor- 
izontal and vertical runs of pipe and the 
pipe should have adequate anchors and 
guides. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. Corbit mentioned some problems the 
eity has with private sewer cleaners, 
damaging the city sewers while cleaning 
out some of the private sewer leads, have 
found broken ends of cables and _ othe 
items, which has amounted to costly re- 
pairs, 


Motion was made by Mr. Corbit, second.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Husby submitted a status report 
of civil suits pending against members of 
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the department. He informed board mem- 
bers that each case, with investigative 
files, has been referred to the City At- 
torney. 


The Chief submitted a report with ref- 
erence to the letter received by Chairman 
Lawler from Russell R. Brown, Acting 
Executive Officer, Capital Region Airport 
Authority. 


It was Chief Husby’s recommendation 
that the procedures followed by the Lansing 
Police Department as presently enforced 
continue to be in effect until such time as 
the Airport Authority should revise pro- 
cedures, To date, this has been a suc- 
cessful plan, and our part operates in 
conjunction with all other police and fire 
agencies within our area. A copy of the 
standard operating procedure as outlined 
in our Emergency Disaster and Crowd 
Control Plan and Emergency Procedure 
Manual of Capital City Airport was dis- 
tributer to board members. 


Considerable discussion followed, with a 
resolution being made by Comm. Guysel- 
man: 


I move that the Capital Region Air- 
port Authority should be advised, with a 
copy to the City Council, and also the 
State Police, that nothing has changed 
regarding our emergency procedures for 
the Airport; That the Airport is not with- 
in our jurisdiction; it is still the respons- 
ibility of the State Police to “police” the 
airport, and that we stand ready to assist 
them when called upon to do so, in any 
emergency. 


Supported by Comm. Rollis. 


Carried Unanimously, 


The report of Captain Gleason with ref- 
erence to complaints filed with the Human 
Relations Director was submitted for in- 
formation of board members. Pending 
complaints were brought up to date, and 
it was learned that Mr. Letts, Human Rela- 
tions Director writes letters of disposi- 
tion on all formal complaints. Capt. Glea- 
son has been able to obtain copies of those 
which have been written to complainants, 
and are included in our department file. 
It is anticipated that we will be given a 
copy of each one in the future. 


No additional complaints have been filed 
by the Michigan Civil Rights Commission. 


Chief Husby requested authorization for 
payment of overtime for Classifications 
III thru V for the months of January and 
February, 1971, be granted. 


Comm, Guyselman: I move that the re- 
quest for payment of overtime be approved. 


Suported by Comm. Lawry.

It was agreed by the members present 
that in view of the fact that there had been 
no budget committee meeting called in the 
interim since the January Board meeting, 
and in the absence of Comm. Dillingham, 
chairman of the committee, this evening, 
that Comm. Lilly should present the in- 
formation he had gathered regarding pos- 
sible recommendations for reclassification 
of the top four command positions ; namely, 
the Chief of Police, Assistant Chief, and 
the two deputy Chiefs of Police. 


Comm, Lilly supplied members with a 
copy of salaries of key City Positions as 
reported in the 1971 Wage and Salary 
bulletin of the Michigan Municipal League. 
This bulletin revealed that the City of 
Lansing now ranks 7th in its salary for 
the Office of Chief of Police. 


Discussion followed regarding proposed 
recommendations for reclassifying salaries 
of the Chief, Asst. Chief, and Deputy Chiefs 
of Police, 


Motion by Comm. Lilly: “That the 
proper committee in the Council be ad- 
vised of the recommendation of the Board 
that the salary of the Chief of Police be 
raised from that of Classification XI to 
XII—salary to be $21,236; The Assistant 
Chief be raised from X to XI; and the two 
Deputy Chiefs be raised from IXA to X, 
and that an appropriate letter be forwarded 
to the Personnel Director. 


Comm, Guyselman supported the motion ; 
and stated he felt that the increased re- 
sponsibilities and complexities of the job 
should be stressed in the communication to 
the Council, and that their salaries should 
be made commensurate with their respons- 
ibilities. Further, that the schedule of 
salaries from the Michigan Municipal 
League be enclosed with the letter to the 
Council and the Personnel Director. 


Unanimously carried. 


A report setting forth transfers that 
were required to be made by the City Coun- 
ceil within the current department budget 
was explained in detail to board members. 


At this time, Chairman Lawler intro- 
duced Mr, Paul Denencourt and Mr. John 
Todd, representatives of the SUA Cor- 
poration whose company was selected to 
conduct the feasibility study for a new 
police facility. 


Mr. Denencourt spoke briefly to members 
of the Board, stating that they were only 
in the preliminary stages of the study, and 
at this time could make no conclusive 
recommendations as to the proposed lo- 
eation or building preference. 


There being no further business, the 
meeting was adjourned. 
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Members of the Sites Committee met with 
Messrs. Denencourt and Todd following the 
regular board meeting.

Proceedings, January 26, 1971 





The January 26, 1971 meeting of the 
Lansing Housing Commission was called 
to order by President Owen. 


ROLL CALL 


Present: Commissioners Clapp, Owen, 
Riley, Sliker. 4, 





Absent: Commissioner Hagerty—1. 


Visitors: Mr. George Ross, Consultant; 
Dr. Remick, School Administration; Mr. 
Francis Fine, Builder, Mr. Ed Brown and 
Mr. Mike Harrold, Planning Department. 


Mr, Fine was introduced to the Com- 
mission members. He stated that he had 
come to the Commission on behalf of him- 
self and other companies who are currently 
building housing units on the 235 and 236 
program. 235 and 236 housing programs 
are aimed at moderate income families with 
the income limits set at 135% of public 
housing limits. He stated that the program 
as it is set up is creating enemies in the 
middle income group whose income is too 
high for their program (235-236), but did 
not make enough to pay rent on the open 
market. 


Mr. Fine stated that he had heard that 
the Coommission had recevied permission 
from HUD to raise the income limits of the 
Public Housing program if it so desired, 
but the Commission had not acted upon 
it. Since the income limits of the 235-236 
Program are 135% of Public Housing 
Limits, he wondered if the Housing Com- 
mission would consider putting a raise of 
income limits into effect. 


Commissioner Owen and Commissioner 
Clapp remarked that the Commission was 
responsible to provide housing for the low- 
est of the low income families and wondered 
if the Commission decided to raise the 
income limits, would it cut down on hous- 
ing for the lowest of the low income group. 


Mr. Ross, the Consultant, stated that he 
did not believe it would cut down on the 
rate of housing for the low income hous- 
ing. With the income limits raised, those 
eligible for low income housing now, 
would still be eligible—it would just raise 
the upper limits. 


Commissioner Sliker suggested that we 
refer to the scale sent to the Housing Of- 
fice by Mr. Aberant of the HUD Office. 
Commissioner Sliker also inquired if people 
on the Housing Commission waiting list 
(when housing was not available for them) 
could be referred to 235 managers for 
rental possibilities, 


It was explained by Mr. Ross that by 
certain administrative procedure, it is pos- 
sible for developers to lease up to but not 
exceeding, 20% of the units in a develop- 
ment to low income families. 


Commissioner Owen recommended that 
the Director give the matter of raising in- 
come limits for public housing further 
consideration and make recommendations 
at the next regular Commission meeting. 


Commissioner Owen inquired about the 
future possibilities of shopping being de- 
veloped in or near the Mt. Vernon Park 
Project, as had been promised, 


Mr. Fine stated that the land had been 
sold to a development group and he was 
sure that they would be planning and 
developing a shopping area in the near 
future, 


Mr. Fine was excused from the meeting. 


Mr. Ross passed out capsule summaries of 
the results of the study made on all of 
the proposals received. Mr. Ross, Mr. 
Sanhamel and the Director took a tour 
around the various sites, the proposals were 
taken to Chicago and reviewed, and a ques- 
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the City Council concerning office space 
for the Ingham County Department of 
Veteran’s Affiars. Carried. It was re- 
ferred to Committee that we contact 
the Department for more specific in- 
formation on their requirements before 
acting upon the request.

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


In the absence of the Sites Committee 
Chairman, Mr. McConnell, who is on vaca- 
tion, Comm, Lilly, a member of the Com- 
mittee as well as Comm. Barnes, gave the 
following report of the Sites Committee: 


“The Board of Police Commissioners, 
hereby, recommends that the City of Lan- 
sing purchase Lansing Catholic Central 
High School for the purpose of converting 
it to house the Lansing Police Department ; 
providing that this property can be pur- 
ehased for what the City considers to be a 
fair and equitable price. This recommenda- 
tion is a culmination of three years of study 
by this Board, and is based upon the fol- 
lowing considerations: 


1. After extensive study, this Board identi- 
fied only two (2) sites suitable for re- 
locating the police facilities within the 
City of Lansing—these were: The South 
Washington Park and Catholic Central 
High School. 


2. The Board then contracted with the 
consulting firm of SUA to make a 
feasibility study of the two sites. SUA 
recommended the acquisition of the 
school site. Preliminary cost estimates 
made by the consultant indicate that 
it will cost less to purchase and remodel 
Catholic Central High School than _ it 
will to provide a completely new facility 
on the park site. Further savings will 
be realized if and when the Lansing 
Police Department becomes a Metropoli- 
tan Department. 


8. There is adequate square footage within 
the school structure to provide for a 
Metropolitan Police Department if such 
a department should become a reality. 
Until then, the excessive square footage 
would allow for the possibility of hous- 
ing other compatible agencies. 


4. The Board considers the school site 
superior to the park site in the area of 
compatible land uses. 


5. The school site is closer to more of the 
main traffic arteries making it more 
accessible than the park site. 


6. The school site consists of 32 acres 
compared to 15.1 at the park site. These 
82 acres will accommodate the conver- 
sion of the site into a complete Justice 
Center, including the Courts. A Justice 
Center could be provided at the Park 
Site, but under much more restrictive 
conditions. 


7. There is adequate room at both sites 
for the outdoor activities of a Police 
Youth Program. However, the gym- 
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nasium at the school site will provide 
the Lansing Police Department with an 
outstanding opportunity to work with 
the youth of Lansing throughout the 
entire year. In addition, the gym- 
nasium will be of tremendous value for 
police physica] fitness programs. 


8. The auditorium contained within the 
school could also be used for many city 
functions and could even possibly be 
leased for private functions. It is the 
opinion of this Board that both the 
gymnasium and the auditorium come as 
fringe benefits with the school site that 
would not be dpulicated in a new facil- 
ity. 


9. By acquiring the school site, the City 
will not lose 15 acres of valuable park 
property which is so difficult and ex- 
pensive to replace in such a_ highly 
urbanized area.
